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Dr. Choh Hao Li and Dr. Donald 
Yamashiro， University of Cali- 
fornia at San Francisco biochem- 
ists，have created a synthetic ver- 
sion of a molecule called Human 
Growth Hormone (HGH)， achiev- 
ing a major scientific break- 
through. 

The news was published in the 
current issue of theJournal of the 
American Chemical Society-: 

Dr Phjlip R. Lee，chancellor of 
the University of California San 
Francisco campus, introduced the 
two UC biochemists at a press con- 
ference to discuss the research re- 
sults and their meanings. 

Dr. Li，who previously isolated 
andidentified HGH,has been prob- 
ing the secrets of human life in the 
pituitary gland for 32 years. 

MASTER GLAND 


The pituitary gland，about the 
size of a pea, is located at the base 
of the brain. It is known as the 
master gland”becauseitholdsthe 
chemical key to almost every im- 
portant function of the body. It 
controls and directs the hormones 
affecting body growth，reproduc- 
tion,， thinness or fatness, milk Pro- 
duction， metabolism，and skin 
coloring. Thepituitary gland is also 
believed to be implicated in cancer， 
im rheumatoid arthritis, and in al- 
jlergicconditions and metabolic dis- 
eases-. 

Dr. Li and his associates had pre- 
Viously isolated and purified eight 
of the ten known hormones secret- 
ed by the anterior pituitary gland， 
and determined the structure of 
Seven of them. Of these, Dr. Li and 
his associates isolated and purified 
HGH in 1956, and determined its 
Structure in 1966. Armed with the 
disclosure of the chemical makeup 
of HGH, it took four more years of 
research untii now (1970) for 
Synthesis of HGH to be achieved. 
Only two of the anterior pitui- 
tary hormones 一 ACTH and 
MSH--have， up to now，been 
synthesized. In 1960, Dr. Liandhis 
team accomplished the，Ppartial 

chemical synthesis of ACTH. Their 
synthetic product of the first 19 

amino acids was found to exhibit 
all the biological activities of the 
natural hormone. Subsequently， 
other scientists achieved complete 
| synthesis of ACTH as well as MSHL. 


IMPLICATIONS 
The synthesis of HGH has enor- 
mous implications for mankind. 
mntil now,research onhumanbod- 
ay growth and other functions waas 
dependent upon tbe tiny supply of 


material derived from the pituitary 


glands of human cadavers.Conse- 
quently，research into dwarfism， 
| ggantism; effects on fat，carbo- 
hydrate，and Protein metabolism; 
obesity; and possible cancer impli- 
cations, all of which areaffected by 
LUHGH, have been hampered by the

Now, by chemically constructing 
(synthesizing) a compound with 
the growth-promoting activity of 
HGH，great forward steps in large- 
scale medical research can be made. 
Using the new synthetic HGH the 
answers mmay now be found as to 
why we grow to a certain height 
and then stop; what goes wrong 
with those who grow abnormally 
short or tall; why certain cells be- 
come Tun-away cancer cells; why 
some people maintain a normal 
weight and others are abnormally 
thin or fat; andmany otherhereto- 
fore unsolved questions. 

The human pituitary glands ob- 
tained from cadavers and used by 
Dr Li in his work have been given 
to the Hormone Research Labora- 
tory by the University of Cajlifornia 
Pituitary Bank, the National Pitui- 
tary Agency of the National Insti- 
tutes of Health, andby otherinves- 
tigators. The availabijlity of these 
glands has made much of this work 


.possible. 


Dr Li's research reveals that 
HGH stimulates milk secretion, in 
addition to regulating growth. He 
believes there may be many other 
important clinical applications for 


HGH，Pparticularly in the replace-. 


ment of tissue and in the etiology 
of various diseases, includqing can- 
Cer- 


VITAL FUNCTIONS 


HGH also seems to be neededby 
the body for an undetermined 
number of other vital functions. In 
the male, for instance,， growth hor- 
mone (GH) promotes the activity 
of androgens，the male sex hor- 
Imones。 JIn the female，sex hor- 
mones function more_ effectively 
with GH. It also increases produc- 
tion of disease-fighting antibodies. 
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In animals, GH injections help frac- 
tures heal faster，and lower the 


jevel of cholesterol in the blood. 


GH also Plays an important role 


，i weight control in animals. On a 


Tich diet, rats gain weight quickly，

Selves on food，the growth hor- 
Ione somehow prevents obesity. 

The question arises whether 
HGH could have the same bene- 
ficial effects on humans. Dr. Li is 
reluctant to speculate，but other 
scientists _ are optimistic in their 
opinions  _ concerning possible 
human application. 

Dr. Liwasborn in Canton, China， 
in 1913，the son of a well-to-do 
industrialist， He g 氏 aduated from 
the University of Nankingin 1933. 
In 1935 he came to America to 
study at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley. He gothis Ph.D. 
in 1938 and joined the Berkeley 
faculty. Dr. Li married Sheng-hwai 
Lu a UG graduate student，in 
1938.They havethree children and 
live in ahillside home in Berkeley， 
California. For relaxation，Dr，Li 
Plays tennis, reads (mostly nonfic- 
tion), and catalogues his collection 
of stamps and coins. 


His first notable achievement in 
hormonal research came in 1940 
when he successfully isolated and 
purified the interstitial-cell-stimu- 
lating hormone (ICSH or luteiniz- 
ing hormone, 工 H) from the glands. 
of sheep. In 1944，Dr. Li and his 
team isolated another important 
hormone，GH，from bovine pitui- 
taries，and in 1953，ACTH，the 
adrenocorticotropic hormone， 
from sheep glands. 


ACTH 

In 1955，Dr. Li and his group 
announced the discovery of the 
Structure of the sheep ACTH mole- 
cule. This revelation opened the 
way for thie synthesis and scientific 
application of this hormone, which 
helps to produce 60 different hor- 
mones in the adrenal cortex,， and 
assists the kidneys in the regulation 
of salt and water in the human 
body. ACTH also helps to prevent 
inflammation of the joints，and 
therefore has been effective in the 
treatment of rheumatoid arthritis 
and other diseases. 

Reports of harmful side effects' 
have restricted the uses of ACTH， 
but scientists are searching for a 
synthetic ACTH that will achieve 
the desired biological effects with- 
out injurious complications. 

Dr. Yamashiro has -worked with 
Dr. Li since February 1969. A na- 
tive of Los Angeles, he lives in San 
Francisco。 Previously he was en- 
gaged in research in peptide syn- 
thesis at Cornell University Medical 
College in New York.

BIG LABOR AND

Alioto got into City Hall in 1968 
with big labor and big business 
backing, following theunfortunate 
sudden death of the late State Sen- 
ator Eugene McAteer. (Alioto also 
had, but has since lost, the support 
of liberal democrats and some 
minority groups.) In the beginning 
months of his administration，a 
coalition of the city's major minor- 
ity communities (black，Chinese 
and Spanish) asked Alioto for 
“head table places at the banquet 
of political patronage,” and de- 
manded proportional representa- 
tion on all appointed boards and 
commissions in city government 
(estimated percentages of Chinese， 
Spanish and blacks in 1970 are 
147，13 加 and 14 兄 respectively). 
Aside from a few major appoint- 
Iments of blacks and chicanos, the 
request was largely ignored by Ali- 
oto. City government, under Alio- 
to's leadership，became 3a govern- 
ment dominated by big labor and 
big business. The mayor preoccu- 
Pied himself first with the guberna- 
torial race (opposing Unruh) and

THE FIGHT FOR ASIAN-AMERICAN STUDIES 


Much to-do has been made about demeaning 
Stereotypes of Asian-Americans in elementary and second- 
ary schoolbooks. Even more concern has been Volced about 
the need to rectify the situation through“Asian-American 
Studies”courses. Nearly a year ago, on February 14,1969， 
various individuals and groups from the Chinese commun- - 
ity picketed the Board of Education, demanding that these 
and other reforms be instituted. 

East November 5th, the Asian-American 
Education Task FEorce reiterated as much to the school 
board: improved curriculum, more teachers and counselors 
who“xrelate”etc. Follow-up meetings were held with Ray- 
mond j. Pitts, Assistant Superintendent of Curriculum, and 
Thomas Shaheeny Superintendent of Schools. (Another 1s 
anticipated with George Boisson， Assistant Superintendent 
of Personmnel Services.) 


What has been the net gain of all these ef- 
forts? Not much. Pitts and Shaheen both gave verbal sup- 
port to the Task Force's contention that

Chang, a professor of biology and ， 


biochemistry at the University of 
Tennessee College of Pharmacy， 
believes the Chinesemay have used 
herbs to treat cancer. 

He is growing several types of 
imported Asian plants in the back- 
yard of the campus to analyze 
them for “possible agents for treat- 
ing cancer.” 

Chang is a native of San- Fran- 
cisco. He comments，“Chinese 
medicine has been based histori- 
cally on Plants， The Chinese spe- 
cialists have identified several thou- 
sand plants useful in treating Vari- 
ous diseases for thousands of years. 
Herb doctors combine plants in 
prescription fashion; the plants re- 
acting with each other.

Even though the Chinese com- 
mmunity in San Francisco ls now 
Iade up of almost 100,000 out of 
a total of 704,000，one looks im 
vain for any Chinesein positions of 
power and authority in the city 
government. There are about 25 
appointed commissions and boards 


governing the various city depart- 


Iments with varying financial re- 
sources and importance. Without 
exception，there are only a few 
Imjinority representatives and no 
Chinese in the commissions with 
Power andmoney: Board of Super- 
Visors，Board of 了 ducation，City 
Planning Commaission,Civil Service 


Cormmission，Board of Permit Ap-， 


peals, Public Utilities Commission， 
Airports Commission，Recreation 
and Park Commission，Redevelop- 
ment Commission and San Fran- 
cisco Port Commission. His pitiful- 
ly few Chinese appointments are 
limited to two categories: comInls- 
sions with resources controlled 
strictly by federal and stateregula- 
tions，and commissions with no 
resources at all. To the former 
type， Alioto appointed William 
Jack Chow to the Housing Author- 
ity (HUD) and George Chinn to the 
Social Services Commission 
(HEW). To thelatter,heappointed 
一 John Yehall Chin to the Human 
Rights Commission，Francis Louie 
to the Parking Authority andmost 


recently Thomas Hsieh to .the Art 


Commission, afterhe jignored wide- 
Spread requests for a Chinese on 
the Board of Education. This com- 
pletes the list of all Chinese ap- 
pointments by Alioto. To add in- 
sult to the Chinese community, he 
has had no Chinese on his staff. His 
advisor on Chinatown affairs is 
named Bernie Orsi and comes to 
Chinatown only for Chinese ban- 
quets. A task force,，with Alioto's 
blessing, to study Chinatown prob- 
lems was coordinated by public 
relations man Alexandro Baccarii 
the only concrete result of the 
study is a huge pile of Paper now 


gathering dust somewhere in City- 


Hall. 

As for Alioto's interest in the 
problems of the Chinese commu- 
nity, hehas donenothing of signifi- 
cance to help solve the serious 
Problems in housing，1language， 
elderly，recreation and jobs. For 
exarmple，on December 19,，1968， 


Little wonder the Grand 
Jury，in its year-end report，casti-， 


the City Planning Commission rec- 
ommended a “Chinatown Compre- 
hensive Planning Study” to the 
mayor for action; instead,he sat on 
it for two years. After considerable 
pressure from the Board of Super- 
visors， 了 Planning Department and 
Chinese community, he finally ap- 
Proved 3a considerably watered- 
down study which just got under- 
way in October，1970. The major 
reason for his indifference and ne- 
晶 ect of these problems in China- 
town is Simple 一 “the Chiense ques- 


,tion doesn'thavepolitical urgency 


for Alioto,”observed Joel Tlumak 


of the Examiner on August 28， 


1970. In fact, against the conclu- 


'sions of all reports and studies on 


Chinatown， he contends that 
Chinatown is not really a ghetto 
and he denies that he is short- 
changing the Chinese. He labels 
Chinese “a sophisticated ghetto7” 
and points to Chinn and Chow as 
his appointees. 
PATTERNS OF 
POLITICAL BEHAVIOR 


It is instructive to note Alioto's 
patterns of Political behavior in his 
attitude and treatment of the Chi- 
nese.。Eirst，the Chinese，for him， 
could be ijgnored totally because 
they are not registered voters and 
do not contribute to political 
causes. Alioto salid so in the Ilu- 
mak article. Secondly，he always 
capitalizes on the short political 
memory of the public by making 
false promises _ and raising false 
hopes to show his concern. 上 or 
example，on May 5，1968, he said， 
“The Chinese community is enz 


titled to very high priority in gov- 


ernment appointments.” He was 
commenting on his plan to have 3 
well-balanced Board of Supervisors 
and the need to have representa- 
tives from the Spanish-Americans 
and the Chinese. When Leo Mec- 
Carthy left the Boardq to go to 
Sacramento as a Imember of the 
State Assembly for the 19th Dis- 
trict，Alioto appointed Robert 卫 ， 
Gonzales, the first Mexican-Am eri- 
can Supervisor of the centary. But 
when supervisors Terry A. Francois 
and John A. Ertola_ entered the 
judicial races last Spring and the 
prospect of appointing two hand- 
picked supervisors emerged, Alioto 
talked only of finqing a black re- 
Placement and an Irish-American 
SUccessor.， As it turned out，Fran- 
cois failed to capture the municipal 
judgeship and Ertola's seat was 
filled by Driscoll. Thirdljy, when it 
becomes politically expedient for 
him，e.g. when he is pressured or 
publicly criticized，Alioto makes 
some token gestures by throwing 
out some crumbs. For example， 
during the last supervisorial elec- 
tion， Gordon Lau and George 
Chinn collected altogether some 
130,000 votes，enough to show 
public sentiment for a Chinese 
supervisor。 Aljlioto?s response was 
to appoint Chinn to the Social 
Services Commission last year re- 


,gardqless of his interest and knowl- 
-edge of welfare. With his up-com- 


ing re-election， Alioto moved 
Chinn，as 计 he were the only Chi- 
nese _ qualified for any appoint- 
ment，to the powerful Board of 
Permit Appeals to demonstrate his 
concern for the Chinese. As expect- 
ed,， Alioto showed his concern for 
the Chinese by filling the seat va- 


catedby Chinn with an Irish Catho- 


lic businessman，Robert 卫 . Buck- 
ley. Again，when he was pressured 
to appoint a Chinese to the Board 
of Education，last Sumrmner，he 这- 


noredpublic sentiment by appoint- 
ing Crowley，amn Irish，Catholic 
labor leader. To prove thathe did 
not discriminate against the Chi- 
nese, he then put Thomas Hsieh on 
the Art Commission, a commission 
that has as much significance to the 
Problem-stricken Chinese commu- 
nity as the man on the moon. And 
lastly，when he is charged with 
discriminating against the Chinese 
in his staffing, healways avoids the 
issue and gives a non-answer. 了 or 
example，on December 10,，1970， 
his response to charges of discrimi- 
nation at the FEPC hearing was 
that he appointed Chow and Chinnm 
and that he, like everybody, had a 
nice Chinese girl working as a clerk- 
typist for him . 
ALIOTO AND 
RE-ELECTION STRATEGY 


To stay politically alive，Alioto 
has to run forre-election. Badpub- 


licity on his treatment of the Chi- . 


nese is somethinghe cannotafford， 


elected to the Board of Supervisors 


during this coming election with-， 


out Alioto's help. (Gordon Lau， 
George Chinn and Lim P. Lee are 
reportedly considering their candi- 
dacies). As soon as the results of 
the 1970 Census are released，Ali- 
oto is going to discover that the 
Chinese have been underestimated 
by about 30,000. The Chinese fig- 
ure, from all early indqications from 
the 1970 Census，will equal the 
blacks in the city. When this fact 
becomes known to Alioto, we can 
expect him to throw out some 
more crumbs and lots of promises 
before the election.

With a population of almost 
100,000 the Chinese，therefore， 
have a decidedly important role to

Hethen 
appointed Chinn to the Board of 


Permit Appeals，a position hich 


supposedly will lead eventually to 
an appointment to the Board of 
Supervisors. What he failed to say， 


however, is thathis appointment of . 


a Chinese to the Board depends on 
there being a vacant seat not desig- 
nated for Irish， Italian， labor， 


black, Spanish or big business, and 


also_ depends on his own Te-elec- 
tion. Besides, there is a strong posS- 


sibility that a Chinese could be- 


biggest 


Chinese who . are Potentially eli- 
gible to vote. This figure is quite 
formidable，considering that the 
vote-getter， Supervisor 
Dianne Feinstein, received slightly 
Over 100,000 votes in the last elec- 
tion. However, not all potentially 
eligible Chinese are registered 
voters and not al] registered Voters 
go to the polls. Alioto is aware of 
this fact. The Chinese community， 
for Alioto, has no political signifi- 
cance becauseChinese do not vote. 
Moreover, politicians draw conclu- 
sions about Chinese votes from the 
election returns from only the few 
Chinese precincts，which are not a 
true reflection of Chinese votes. In 
the decade of 1960, thousands of 
Chinese families moved away from 
Chinatown because of improved 
livelihood， overcrowded condi- 
tions in Chinatown，and lessened 
housing discrimination outside 
Chinatown. The North Beach and 
Richmond districts are now pre- 


dominantly Chinese，while an in-. 


creasing number of Chinese are 


found in theSunset, Western Addi- 
tion, Diamond Heights, 工 win Peaks 
and Mission dqistricts. Probably， ess 
than one- -third of the Chinese Pop- 
ulation now resides in Chinatown 
Proper， 

What all this means is that Chi- 
nese are going to be a major politi- 


cal factor in the November elec- 


tion，that Chinese votes are no 
longer confined to Chinatown, and 
that politicians，especially Mayor 
Alioto, are going to have to reckon 
with thelong-ignored Chinesecom- 
munity now spread throughout 
San: Francisco. In fact, the Chinese 
community has the Potential of 
telecting its own Tepresentatives， 
rather than patiently waiting for 
poljitical crumbs and handouts. To 


.do this, all Chinese eligible voters 


must be registered and Immobilized 
to vote. Both Chinese Democratic
